BROWNSVILLE, Tex., April 26.— 


The following report, signed by Gen. 


Caballero, rebel commander at Tam- 
pico, to Constitutionalist headquar- 
ters at Matamoras, under date of 
April 24, was given out here today: 

“Having come to my notice that 
the Federals in Tampico were offer- 
ing further Insults to Americans, I 
immediately reopened my attack at 4 
o'clock this morning and already 
Have captured the cemetery, where a 
strong Federal force resisted. Expect 
triumph by night.” 

“Monterey is in the hands of the Con- 

stitutionalists after a five days’ battle,” 
was an official announcement late yes- 
terday from Constitutionalists headquar- 
ters in Matomoras, accompanied by the 
ringing of bells and an outburst of rebel 
enthusiasm throughout the city. 
Rebel officers prepared to leave today 
for a celebration at Monterey and also 
to assist Gen. Pablo Gonzales, who has 
commanded the Constitutionalist forces 
in the attack, in further movements he 
is reported to contemplate against the 
Federals. 

Five days ago, after several weeks’ 
siege of Monterey, a determined assauit 
on the city began with desperate fight- 
ing for the possession of the railroad 
station, the brewery, wnich was strongly 
fortified; the penitentiary and other 
large bulldings. 

Monterey is the capital of Nuevo Leon 
and an important reiiroad center. It 
was the largest stronghold remaining to 
the Federals in Northern Mexico. No 
detaiis of the fighting have been te- 
ceived.

Feeling Is Not Vicious, 
“The feeling seemed not to be especial- 


ly vicious, and I question if any of our 
countrymen who remain in the capital 
and exercise ordinary precautions will 
de endangered, at least so long as 
Huerta remains in control of the situa- 
tion. 

“If Huerta leaves the capital it is a 
question what would happen, although 
most of the Americans remaining have 
strong friends among the Mexicans, who 
would protect them. 


“The situation our people are in in 
other places is more of @ problem, al- 
though I am inclined to think Huerta 
will give them all the assistance. in dis 
power to get them to the coast. 

“Huerta’s stand on the Tampico inci- 
dent was a surprise to me. I confidently 
expected that he would go to any rea- 
sonable length to avoid trouble with thé 
United States. I should say he was 
badly advised by some persons in his 
confidence, which is, in itself, not sur- 
prising. ° 
J question if there is any immediate 
chance of Huerta’s resignation, but pub- 
lic sentiment in Mexico is so fickle his 
supporters may desert him at any tima. 
Everyone knows, of course, that Huer- 
ta is in no shape, financialy or other- 
wise, to offer arly strong, organized re- 
sistance to our troops if they press into 
the anterior.“

LARGEST ARMY WIRELESS 
OUTFIT FOR VERA CRUZ 


Was Constructed by U. S. Signal 
Corps Men for Use of Troops 
in Alaska. 


NEW YORK, April %.—A powerful 
wireless outfit, said to be the largest 
ever constructed for use of an army 
in the field, ig packed and ready for 
shipment at Bedloe’s Island. Orders 
are expected from Washington to for- 
ward the outfit to Vera Crus. 

The set was constructed by signal 
corps men and was originally intended 
for use in Alaska. It has a steel mast 
200 feet high and five feet in diameter 
at its base. Ite estimated radius is from 
2500 to 3000 miles, and if set up at Vera 
Cruz it will be able to hold communice- 
tion with the great aerial station at 
Arlington, Va.

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NEWBERRY’S OPINION 
NOT “FIT TO PRINT” 


Former Secretary of War Says 

His Idea of Mexican Situation 

Can't Be Translated. 

NEW YORK, April 2%.—Truman F. 
Newberry, Secretary of War under 
President Roosevelt, who arrived from 
Europe on the Mauretania, when asked 
for an opinion on‘the Mexican situation, 
said: 

„My opinion wouldn't be fit to print.“ 

Asked to explain this. Mr. Newberry 
added: It can't be translated. But re- 
member I have no criticism to make vf 
the administration. Président Wilson 
had facts and information in his pos- 
session that have never reached the 
press. Time alone will tell whether the 
Mexican policy has deen right or 
wrong.“ 

A reporter asked Newberry if he 
thought Col. Roosevelt would have acted 
with armed force sooner. He answered: 
„1 don’t know. But the navy couldn't 
have shown a more splendid condition 
of preparedness or evidence of a finer 
personnel under any conditions. Could 
it?“ 


JAPAN KEEPS HANDS OFF 


No Attempt to Settle California 
Question at This Time. 


TOKIO, April 25.—The Japanese Pre- 
mier today authorized the statement that 
“Japan has no intention whatsoever of 
utilizing the present trouble between 
the United States and Mexico to obtain 
from the United States a satisfactory 
settlement of the California difficulty.”

DANIELS FAMILY 
NURSE ASKS FOR 
WAR PREFERENCE 


Woman Who Saved Life of 
Secretary's Wife and Boys 
Makes Special Request. 


WASHINGTON, April 28. Grant me 
the honor of being the first nurse sent 
into Mexico in case of war. This would 
be the greatest recognition I could ask 
for the small services I rendered in aid- 
ing in saving the lives of Mrs. Daniels 
and your two sons.“ 

This appeal was made today to Secre- 


tary of the Navy Daniers by Miss Pearl 
Smith, a trained nurse of Raleigh, N. C., 
the home town of the Secretary, but 
who is now connected with the naval 
hospital here. She referred to her serv- 
ices In nursing back to health Mrs. 
Daniels and her two boys, when they 
were stricken by typhoid fever in 1912, 

Secretary Daniels kept Admirals and 
a score of navy officers waiting while 
he rang a bell for his private secietary, 
Howard A. Banks. 

“Get after Surgeon-General Braisted,”’ 
said the Secretary, when Banks ap- 
peared. “We'll try to get Miss Smith 
to the front as nurse No. 1.” 

Banks started the machinery going 
in behalf of Miss Smith. Miss Smith is 
garing for Banks young son, who ts 
dangerously ill of valvular heart trouble. 


Women Anxious to Go to Mexico as 
Red Cross Nurses. 

WASHINGTON, April 2%.—Floods of 
requests from women in all sections of 
the country that they be enrolled as 
nurses prompted the Red Cross to make 
an official] statement that there is a 
surfeit of nurses.

Bridges Brilliantly Lighted. 

During the night no attempt was 
made to fire or blow up either of the 
bridges across the Rio Grande.

Proof That Maas Ran Away.

This is apt to be serious, as it 
will Impede the efforts of Americans in 
inland places to get to coast points and 
probably mean that hundreds will be 
compelled to remain in Mexican terri- 
tory until relieved by our forces or 
peace is restored. 

The last message which got through 
to Mexico City from Vera C Tues- 
day was sent by an operator of the 
Mexican railway in Vera Cruz station. 
Wired at 11:23, it read: 

“Ya vinelos marineros 
Me voy adios.” 

In English the message is: 

„Here come the American sailors. I 
am going. Good-by.” 

Order Maintained in City. 

Almost normal tranquility has been 
restored in the city, but occasional 
sniping otcurred last night. There 
was, however, no general disorder, 
the domination of the city by the 
American forces having been gener- 
ally accepted by the residents. 

The order issued from the Admi- 
ral’s headquarters closing all sa- 
loons remained in effect today.

At ll o’clock last night the battleship 
Louisiana was ordered toward Galves- 
ton to convoy the army transports 
bound here. She got away at midnight. 

The Lancaster and the French cruiser 
Conde exchanged salutes with the Amer- 
ican flagship on their arrival. Neither 
ealuted the Mexican flag, which floats 
from the fortress of San Juan de Ul- 
loa.

The San 
Francisco’s guns and searchlights are 
trained to enforce the condition.

companied by his wife and mother-in- 
lew, was leaving a theater after a per- 
formance Wednesday night, fled to St.

Information as to Caudry’s where- 
abouts! was gained from a4 letter ne 
wrote to his father after the tragedy, 
stating that he was in St. Louis. The 
father, who had announced immediately 
after the shooting that he would aid the 
law in every manner possible to capture 
his son, gave the letter to Sheriff Etter 
of Macoupin County, who came to St. 
Louis Friday to search for the slayer. 

Mrs. Myrtle Williams, widow of the 
slain man, told the Coroner's jury 
Thursday that for the last six months 
she had tried to avoid Caudry’s atten- 
tions, but that he persisted, and even 
visited her clandestinely on the morning 
of the shooting. 

Caudry is 42 years old, Williams was 
33, and Mrs. Williams is 3.

There 
are handicaps after that, but they con- 
tribute to the making of the man. He 
becomes the leader in a reclamation bat- 
tle in which the girl’s father is risking 
his fortune and wins out under handi- 
cap. 

It is rather reminiscent of the same 
sort of thing in Harold Bell Wright’s 
“Winning of Barbara Worth,“ but loses 
nothing by being reminiscent nor by the 
inevitable comparison. There is also 
a similarity in the opening chapters 
to Owen Wister's ‘‘Virginian,”’ but, after 
all, it is perhaps to be expected that 
stories compounded of the same western 
materials will bear a certain resem- 
blance. The author's version of the dia- 
lect of the cattle ranges leaves at times 
something to be desired. The vanishing 
cattle country phase and the unfolding 
reclamation phase of western develop- 
ment are nicely blended in a tale that is 
more than ordinarily interesting. (Har- 
pers.)

Turning to the essay on The Ameri- 
can Population” we become specially 
interested as Americans. The author 
tells of the mixed population of our 
country and what it means. At first 
there seems to be a sort of chaotic mix- 
ture of folk from all over the world. 
The British traditions being the tradi- 
tions of the country, the other ele- 
ments are as yet silent. Sooner or later 
they will be heard. Some things will 
have to happen to make for the “or- 
ganization of the American medley.” 
The forces involved in this are four: 
The influence of the American plutocra- 
cy, the American university, the grow- 
ing American Socialist movement and 
the latent possibilities of the American 
women. These are the four forces be- 
hind the movement making for the na- 
tionalization of America. 

He warns America against the tricks 
of her lawyers and lawmakers. He 
criticises our having our national capi- 
tal in a deserted town, away from the 
thought and heart of America. New 
York he regards as the real capital of 
the United States. He fears our legal 
quabbles afid our Constitution will keep 
us from being the leaders of the world 
in social thought. His conclusion and 
his prophecy in this connection are of 
unusua linterest. Mr. Wells says: 

‘But the Government from this inef- 
fectual, inert place is only the most 
striking outcome of that inflexible Con- 
stitution the wrangling delegates of 
1787-8 did at last produce out of a con- 
flict of state jealousies. They did their 
best to render centralization or any 
coalescence of states impossible and pri- 
vate property impregnable, and so far 
their work has proved extraordinarily 
effective. Only a great access of in- 
tellectual and moral vigor in the nation 
ean ever set it aside. And while the 
more and more sterile millions of the 
United States grapple with the legal 
and traditional difficulties that promise 
at last to arrest thelr development al- 
together, the rest of the world will be 
moving on to new phases. An awak- 
ened Asia will be reorganizing its socia! 
and political conceptions in the light 
of modern knowledge and modern ideas, 
and South America will be working out 
its destinies, perhaps ‘n the form of a 
powerful confederation of states. All 
Europe will be schooling its John 
Smiths to finer discipline and broador 
ideas. Tt is quite possible that the 
American John Smith may have little to 
brag abotu in the way of national pre- 
dominance by A. D. 200. It ts quite 
possible that tre United States may be 
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not need her. Servants were looking 
after that.

Without Socialism for his vision 
Billy would despair. His life would be 
more empty than it is. This vision is 
not pictured strong enough to get com- 
plete possession of Billy. It should grip 
him more than it does in the story, for 
it does grip men in real life more 
strongly. 

Among the young writers of the day 
James Oppenheim is one of the most 
promising. Those who have watched 
his work from the beginning have feit 
that he has a big future His latest 
book fustifies their hopes. (The Century)

Pointed Referen ces 
to Bridge in the 
Mayor’s Message 


AYOR KIEL’S annual 
M message to the Munici- 
pal Assembly, presented 

Friday, contained these pointed 
references to the program of 
free bridge completion planned 
by the Citizens’ Committee of 
the Business Men's League, and 
to the opposition of the Demo- 
crats in the House of Delegates: © 

The most important individual is- 
sue before the people of St. Louis 
is the matter of completing the 
municipal bridge. The fact that 
the city cannot complete a public 
work, undertaken and partially fin- 
ished, is appalling. 

I earnestly urge the completion 
of the eastern bridge approach 
along the lines of the extended 
Reber approach, which, upon se- 
rious reflection, and certainly in 
the light of public expression on 
the subject, ts the only acceptable 
way. 

More than 41,000 voters signed the 
mandatory petitions for submis- 
sion. Notwithstanding this abso- 
lute, certain and direct command of 
the people, the House of Delegates 
has as yet refused to authorize and 
submit the question so that the 
matter may be voted on. 

It (the House action) not only 
adds to the already distressing 
delay, but in addition wastes $60,000 
to hold two elections, which could 
be obviated if the House of Dele- 
gates would follow the wishes of 
the people. 

e commingling of politics with 
the bridge question has not con- 
fused those who are honestly and 
seriously endeavoring to under- 
stand and solve this question, and 
such attempts are but a subter- 
fuge by which the final completion 
of the bridge might be temporarily 
delayed. 

The bridge situation is cited as 
a reason why commercial enter- 
prises should not locate in a city 
so non-progressive that a work in 
which $3,500,000 has already been 
expended cannot be finished. Let 
us retrieve and repair the city’s 
reputation for progress and energy. 
Let us adopt a policy of action, but 
above all let us harken to the voice 
of the people.

Co. and 25 shares in the Sporting Goods 
Co. The son was willed 2 shares of 
stock of the Sporting News Co. and 48 
of the Sporting Goods Co. The two 
daughters, Fred and Frances, were giv- 
en each 2 shares of stock of each com- 
pany. 

The remainder of the estate is to go 
in equal parts to the wife and three 
children. The son was made the man- 
ager of the publishing business at a 
salary of $100 a week.

ARCHITECT ROACH LOSES 
$80,000 SUIT; GETS $150 


Jury Returns Verdict in Favor 
of Holbrook-Blackwelder Co. 


on All but One Count. 

A jury in Circuit Judge Withrow’s 
court returned a verdict Friday in favor 
of the Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Es- 
tate Cor, in the case of Harry F. Roach, 
an architect, who sued for about $80,000 
for services. The case had been on trial 
nine days. 

Roach alleged that at various times he 
was employed by the company through 
its president, W. T. Holbrook, to draw 
plans for new buildings it was promoting 
and also plans for alterations in build- 
ings. The suit was based on six counts. 
The largest claim was for $40,000 for 
plans for the Barr building, which was 
being promoted by the Holbrook-Black- 
welder concern, and which later was put 
up as the Railway Exchange Building. 
There also were plans for hotel, office 
and factory buildings and plans for the 
alterations of the Century Building men- 
tioned in the suit. 

The defense denied owing Roach any 
item in his suit except that of $150, 
for which the jury returned a judgment 
in plaintiff's favor. 

Under an agreement made in 190, 
the defense stated, Roach was to draw 
the promotion plans without pay and 
in the event the company was success- 
ful in promotions he was to be the 
architect of the structures and have 
charge of the work. As a result, the 
defense said, Roach was paid about 
$140,000 as architect for various struo- 
tures promoted by the company. It 
was set forth that items mentioned in 
his suit were for plans drawn in promo- 
tions which did not turn out success- 
fully.

GENSUS IN ELVINS 


Petition to Prevent Inclusion of 
Town in St. Francois County 
Election Is Argued. 


Wets and drys of St. Francois Coun- 
ty, who raced in automobiles Friday 
afternoon to air their troubles before 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals, were 


heard Saturday by Judges Reynolds and 
Nortoni. 

The wets, represented by B. H. Boyer, 
an attorney of Elvins, presented a pe- 
tition for a writ of prohibition against 
the County Court restraining it from 
inquiring into the validity of a census 
taken by the city authorities of Elvins 
in 1913. Argument against the granting 
of the writ was made by C. Hay, 
a St. Louis attorney. 

The question at issue is whether El- 
vins shall be included in a local option 
election in St. Francois County, for 
which a petition has been filed. Under 
the local option law towns of 2500 pop- 
ulation are entitled to vote separately.

POLIGE PROMOTIONS 
10 BE DECIDED BY 
SERVICE RECORDS 


New Rules Will Give All Men 
Who Make 80 Per Cent in 
Examination a Chance. 


The rank and file of the police de- 
partment Saturday recefved, with glad 
surprise, the information that the Board 
of Commissioners Friday evening, re- 
vised the rules governing promotion. 
Under the old system the candidate 
making the highest average in the 
mental, physical and efficiency tests 
won the promotion. The new plan pro- 
vides that all contestants making a 
grade of 80 or more will be considered 
eligible and the choice of the winner 
will be determined by the commission- 
ers on a merit basis. 

This means that in making promotions 
the board will have an extensive list 
to choose from. At the last sergeancy 
examination 115 patrolmen were graded 
above 80 per cent, and several hun- 
dred men declined to take the examina- 
tion, fearing they would fail in the 
mental test. 

Many patrolmen complained that the 
clad efficiency system favored “pencil 
policemen” and handicapped those who. 
although their efficiency rating was 
high, were unable to write “pretty com- 
position.” They contended that while 
they were able to use good judgment 
in practical police work, they could not 
‘take pen in hand and write beautiful 
copy” about it. 

The new. system provides that after 
all candidates averaging below 8 have 
been eliminated the commissioners will 
have the eligibles make reports showing 
their respective terms of service, the 
nemes of all Sergeants, Lieutenants and 
Captains they may have served under, 
and such special assignments as they 
may have received in connection with 
the service, @ with the courts, together 
with the names of not more than 10 
reputable citizens with whom they have 
come in contact in the discharge of 
meritorious police duty only. 

The board will be governed in making 
promotion by the character of the serv- 
ice shown, recommendations from the 
superior officers, statements obtained 
from the citizens named and by such 
cther examination as the commissioners 


may see fit to make.

Famous Editor. Says Manifest 
Destiny Is Dragging Us 
Down to Panama. 


BRYAN LOSES NOBEL PRIZE 


“If the Flag Goes Up Across the 
Rio Grande, It Will Never 
Come Down.” 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April B. — Marse 
Henry Watterson has put on his fight- 
ing harness and declared war on Mexi- 
co. In an editorialfi headed “On to 
Panama,“ the Colonel declares in pic- 
turesque phraseology that it is manifest 
destiny for us to take Mexico and then 
follow that up by gobbling all the little 
Central American republics that lie be- 
tween us and the Panama Canal. The 
editorial in full follows: 

“Let us not deceive ourecires, nor be 
deceived. It is war. The cant of the 
hour makes many protestations; that 
we have no quarrel with the Mexican 
people; that we want no foot of Mexican 
territory; that we seek only good neigh- 
borhood; that peace and order are our 
sole Objective points. But all the sama, 
if the flag goes up across the Rio 
Grande it will never come down. 

“Throughout the ages the historic rule 
has been to appeal to God for the justice 
of the cause. The ‘cause’ is always the 
prevailing idea, sometimes of selfish in- 
terest clad in patriotic raiment and 
sometimes of ambition robing itself in 
religious pretension. Occasionally blood 
has been sprinkled in the face of the 
people to goad them on. But, usually, 
the ear of corn has been put in evi- 
dence, the bridle hid behind, until the 
issue has been completely joined and 
the parties to the conflict committed be- 
yond recall. So will it be in the Odyssey 
which the Yankee Greeks are preparing 
for themselves and precipitating upon 
the foolish Trojans of Mexico. 

“It is true that for our proceeding we 
have something more than pretext. The 
mistake the President made in not rec- 
ognizing the de facto government along 
with the other nations and of letting it 
go at that may in the end prove wiser 
than he knew; that is, placing all the 
responsibility upon us, clear the way for 
the march of ‘manifest destiny,” about 
which in the good old Democratic days 
we heard so much. 

“Surely the consequences have been 
deadly enough. The world which has 
censured our delay cannot now array 
itself against our onset. We are pulling 
its chestnuts out of the fire at the same 
time that we toast our own. 

The swelling act of this ftmperial 
theme—for that ſt is—may carry the Mon- 
roe Doctrine to lengths never dreamed 
of by Monroe. It may be, as the far- 
seeing Senator Borah suggests, the be- 
ginning of the advance upon the isth- 
mus. Yet, as Senator Lodge in his 
splendid substitute described, we havo 
the warrant, and expansion, as little as 
revolution, goes backward when headed 
South and West, the canal the first 
stop. We mean not war,’ says Wilson. 
‘All aboard for Panama,’ say the boys. 

“The genius of the nineteenth of the 
centuries, we set forth, was liberty. 
Measurably the world had obtained it. 
The genius of the twentieth of the cen- 
turies, we argued, is markets. Let us, 
we urged, do nothing to frighten away 
the myriads who are to be clothed and 
fed — ‘benevolently assimilated,’ said 
some; ‘Christianized,’ said others— 
whiist, having watered the milk and 
sanded the sugar, we proceeded with our 
prosperous patriotism as profitable pity. 

‘Man proposes, God disposes. The 
peacemaker’s house of cards falls with 
a crash. Mr. Bryan’s hope of next year’s 
Nobel prize goes glimmering. Andrew 
Carhegie’s picture is turned to the wall. 
It ig war. 

“Yea, verily, we are in for it. Tramp, 
tramp, tramp, the boys are marching. 
They may not be just shouting the bat- 
tle cry of freedom. War never ends 
where it started. Minftarism in the sad- 
dle knows not where to stop, and south- 
ward the start of empire takes its 
way. The whine of the uplift crowd 
may please, or fool, the pharisaic, but 
it is war, and war, as Forrest ob- 
sorved, means fighting, and fighting 
means killing, and when it is over 
there comes the forfeit, the indemnity, 
and it is not worth our while, nor will 
it pay us, to lie about our peaceful 
irtentions and pious purposes, thinking 
to placate or bamboozle the rest of 
Latin America. Sound the bold anthem, 
‘On to the Isthmus!“

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ONE CHANCE FOR THE COMBINE. 
We sincerely hope that Messrs. McCarthy, Gal- 
lagher and Gazzolo, with their associates in the 
House A. & M. Democratic combine, will not find 
in Mayor Kiel’s criticism of their work in ob- 
structing bridge completion an excuse for more 
delay.

THE COLORADO MASSAORE. 

If such an atrocity as that reported in Colorado 
had been chargeable to Villa or Huerta in Mexico 
the whole country would have been aflame at the 
horror of it. Whole families have been wiped out 
as a result of a strike war betwen mine guards 
and militiamen on one side and miners on the 
other. Of the dead and wounded the majority are 
women and children. 

There could be no such massacre as this if the 
State of Colorado had not surrendered its govern- 
ment to the Rockefeller Fuel and Iron Co. It 
has done even worse than that. Having permitted 
the inhabitants of a large section of its territory 
to carry on hostilities for months, it has openly 
taken sides. Instead of using its great authority 
te compel peace and establish justice, it has as- 
sailed the weaker of the antagonists with all the 
fury of the savages who once roamed its valleys. 
Whatever the rights and wrongs of the quarrel 
between Mr. Rockefeller and his employes may 
be, it is the duty of the State of Colorado to en- 
force its laws without fear or favor. This it has 
not done. It has hidden in a cowardly way be- 
hind a pretense of martial law. Its own armed 
agents have been more intent upon serving Rocke- 
feller than upon serving the State. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s son recently testified that he 
was willing to sink his entire investment in Col- 
orado rather than yield to the demand of his 
employes that they be permitted to organize. He 
has not sunk and he does not intend to sink his 
entire investment, but he has debauched an Amer- 
ican commonwealth, and the blood of women and 
children is on the hands of his barbarous agents, 
private and public. 
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Huerta has a splendid opportunity to show 
How Horattus Held the Bridge. And it’s some 
bridge, too. 


MINIMUM WAGE PRINCIPLE UPHELD. 

It may have been supposed that the right of a 
state to regulate insurance rates was settled long 
ago, but it was not settled until last Monday. As 
rights go it had a fairly narrow Squeak, three of 
the Justices of the Federal Supreme Court dis- 
senting on the question as presented from Kan- 
sas. 

Justice McKenna’s majority opinion sets forth 
plausibly that insurance has become so “clothed 
with a public interest as to distinguish it from 
other business,” and hence to have its charges 
regulated by public authority. The decision is 
important, for the same Court had previously 
held that insurance is not interstate business and 
subject to Federal regulation, and rates would 
have been entirely unrestrained if the state had 
been held to be helpless. 

But as is almost invariably the case, the mi- 
nority opinion is more interesting and more en- 
lightening as to the real effect of the decision 
than the majority opinion. If investment with a 
“public interest“ subjects a business to legisla- 
tive price-fixing, Justice Lamar asks why the price 
of newspapers and magazines may not be pre- 
scribed by public authority. He goes further and 
says that labor affects so many that it may be 
said to be impressed with a public interest, asking 
if wages are to be fixed by law as in England in 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. He might 
have added as wages are fixed in England in the 
twentieth century, for a minimum scale was one 
of the conditions on which the great coal strike

publicists foresee a time when a minimum wage 
law will be desirable for both men and women 
in certain lines of employment. The new freedom 
ought to make legislation of such sumptuary and 
essential undemocratic character unnecessary, 
but if the minority Justices are right on the logic 
of Monday’s decision, the question will be one of 
expediency and not of the ample power of the 
state when the time comes. 
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What are the Missouri Naval Reserves and the 
redoubtable Isla de Luzon doing in this crisis? 
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THE BRAZENNESS OF UNION ELECTRIO, 
The petition filed by the Union Electric Co. 
with the Public Service Commission seeking to 
prevent two competitors from doing business is 
the limit of. brazenness, unless it is reinforced by 
rates so low that competition is unnecessary, viz: 
The intervener states that it is and for 
years past has been engaged in the business 
of generating and vending electricity in the 
city of St. Louis and that its plant, facilities, 
conduits, tubes, cables and other apparatus are 
distributed and extended over the city of St. 
Louts and that it has now along Washington 
avenue, betweer. Fourth and Eighth streets 
and adjacent thereto all appliances and appur- 
tenances sufficient and necessary to furnish 
electricity for light, heat or power purposes 
to all consumers thereof and tc all others 
who may desire to obtain and secure electric 
current for any purpose whatsoever, and that 
no reason of necessity or convénience exists 
for the construction of any additional conduits 
or the laying of any additional wires; tubes 
or cables by the defendants or others, and that 
this intervener is and ever has been prepared, 
ready and willing to furnish to all persons 
applying therefer, electric current for light, 
heat or power.” 


Thus Union Electric asks the Public Service 
Commission to not only protect but extend and 
strengthen its virtual monopoly by choking rivals 
who would serve the public at cheaper rates. No 
reason is urged by the petition further than that 
the monopoly itself is prepared, ready and will- 
ing“ to do the business itself—in short, that it 
wants a monopoly of the business. 

The petition ought to be framed as an illustra- 
tion of the impudence of a public utility monopoly. 

We. have no objection to monopoly if the rates 
and service are improved by the monopoly. Reg- 
ulated monopoly in public utilities is better than 
competition, because competition is more costly. 
But the public as well as the corporation must 
enjoy the benefits of monopoly. 

Let the Union Electric prove that its monopoly 
is a benefit to the public. 
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THE IRONY OF IT. 

War seems to come to the peaceful rulers. Those 
who seek hardest to avoid it have it thrust upon 
them. Those whose temperaments naturally bristle 
are forced by circumstance to do without the thing 
they would welcome. 

Lincoln was the embodiment of peace. Yet he 
had to bear the burden of the fiercest of modern 
wars. McKinley, a mild, gentle man, had the 
Spanish War to his credit. Grant, a soldier by in- 
stinct, and little else, had a much better excuse 
for fighting over the affair of the Virginius than 
falls to the lot of most rulers. 

The ferocious Roosevelt, with the Japanese and 
other troubles on his hands, got through without 
a scratch. The most warlike figure on any throne 
ii our time, the Emperor William, with his enor- 
pious army and navy, has never broken a window 
pane. 

The war lords are passed over. It is the peaceful 
schoolmaster who is called up to take his turn 
at a row. 
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ELIGIBLES UNDER THE CHARTER. 

In justice to Mr. Rutledge of the Board of Free- 
holders, it should be said that he. does not want 
the efficiency system in the new charter elimi- 
nated for the benefit of politicians, but he wants 
a wider choice of eligible for appointment. In- 
stead of the three highest as now provided he 
wants choice extended to the entire list of eligi- 
bles, so that other qualities, besides efficiency in 
mental examinations may be taken into account. 

Whether the choice be limited to three or ex- 
tended to the entire eligible list, the efficiency 
system would control appointments. The ques- 
tion raised by Mr. Rutledge is one of expediency. 
It is not vital. If, as he contends, it would really 
prevent the politicians of the better type from 
lighting the charter the concessions might be 
granted. No principle or vital power is sacri- 
iced. 

Issues that do not involve principles and 
measures vital for efficient government should not 
be multiplied. What we want more than any- 
thing else in this charter are the powers con- 
ferred upon the city to control public utilities 
and put through necessary public work. 
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POST-DISPATOH’S STORY OF VERA ORUZ. 
There is justifiable national pride in the pre- 
cision with which the armed forces of the United 
States took possession of Vera Cruz. Efficient as 
this military movement was, it was fittingly sup- 
plemented by the journalistic achievement of Rob- 
ert H. Murray, the special representative of The 
Post-Dispatch. Thanks to his courage and ability, 
the readers of this newspaper alone received an 
intelligent, orderly and minutely detailed account 
of the affair. 

An incident of this splendid aay's work is espe- 
elally worthy of notice. The cable office at Vera 
Cruz was one of the landing party’s objectives. 
When the bluejackets appeared there they found 
Mr. Murray engaged in an attempt to convince 
the Mexican censor that nothing was to be gained 
by his refusal to transmit to the Post-Dispatch a 
bulletin announcing the seizure of the town. 

A newspaper reporter who can keep ahead of 
the United States navy in action is entitled to 
high praise, The story of Vera Cruz will never 
at any time be more graphically or modestly told 
than it was by Mr. Murray in the heat and the 
heart of the conflict.

GENAIL THOUGHT 
Ht HAD WON WHEN 
BUUT WAS STOPPED 


Boxer Denies That He Planned 
to Be Disqualified in Contest 
With Jimmy Foley. 


By Harry S. Sharpe. 


Joe Genail, the boxer who was blamed 
for causing the bout in which he and 
Jimmy Foley participated to be declared 
“no contest” by Referee Eddie Randall 
at the National Athletic Club Thursday 
night, denied that there had been any 
pre-arrangement or that he had planned 
to be disqualified. He declared that 
when the bout was stopped and Referee 
Randall said that's enough” he went 
to his corner of the ring without realiz- 


ing that he had been disqualified for a 
violation of the rules until informed so 
by his seconds. 

“At the time Randall stepped in be- 
tween us,” said Genail, 1 thought he 
had taken notice of a foul Foley had 
committed just a moment or two before. 
Foley had struck me a low blow and 
spoke to me of it and I replied that 
it was all right, at the same time ex- 
tending my gloves thinking he would 
shake hands. Then, as he made no ef- 
fort to do so, I drew back and started 
to box again. Very soon after this the 
bout was stopped. 

“I understand that I was disqualified 
for hitting while holding, and that I 
did tha a number of times. If I did, 
I was not aware of it. Foley and I did 
some clinching when we were in-fight- 
ing, and the referee cautioned both 
of us. 


Expected a Rough Bout. 


‘When I boxed Foley a little more 
than a year ago, he made a rough 


fight of it, and I expected the same 
thing this time. When I entered the 
ring it was with the determination to 
beat him to it and get his ‘goat’ if I 
could. If the bout had not been stopped 
when it was I don't think there Would 
have been any more trouble after that 
round.” 

Genalil seemed to realize the unenvia- 
ble position in which he has been 
placed, and admitted that appearances 
are against him, but denied that he 
knew of any betting that had been 
done, except that while in the dressing 
room before the bout he had been ap- 
proached by a friend who said he had 
some money bet on him, and if he won 
he would give him 75. That was as 
much as I was getting from the club,”’ 
added Genall, and I promised to try 
my best.“ 

As a further excuse for his poor show- 
ing, Genalil claims that when he entered 
the ring he was suffering from a heavy 
cold and stomach trouble, and was 
not in the best condition, though he 
made the weight and may have looked 
all right. 


Referee Cautioned Genail. 


Despite Genail’s explanation, unpleas- 
ant rumors were afloat yesterday, and 
the suspicion would not down that the 
bout was what is known in sporting 


pariance as a frameup.“ Close ob-
